It is now five years since the BLAack Dwarr made his ap- 
pearance upon the polisical stage—a period of no great| ength 
abstractedly considered’; but, when connected with the circums 
stances under which it appeared, and those under which it has 
been staan nani. of some Importance ja the eyes of the attentive 

litician. At the period when the BLAacK Dware took the 
Geld against the corruptions of the system, it was abandoned 
by all; and though there is no doubt that the spirit of the 
country would have found other means, and other agents, for 
lis concentration, and expression, it was the good fortune of 
the Buack DwarrF to be the frit to retake a position of de- 
fiance to the suspenders of the Habeas Corpus Act, and the 
general violators of the rights of the people. From that period 
,;0 the present, wilh various reverses of fortune, but with a 
steady perseverance ia tlic same object, has the DWARE kept 
his ground, in equal contempt ef threats vainly meant to inti 
midate, and ssdateinileiah in amore tangible shape. Withou, 
patronage, and opposed to ail self-interested parties, has the 
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Dwar done this:—and he has, though somewhat late, the 
calisfaction of perceiving that an impression has been made 
ton the public mind, which may awaken its attention to mat- 
ters which so deeply affect the public weal. How much of this 
impression may be owing to his efforts, is immaterial ; since he 
lias the satisfaction of knowing that it has been produced; and 
that, in some small cegree, he bas contributed to produce it. 
A great change for the better has taken place. ‘The whole 
aspect of the political world is metamorphosed. ‘The borougli- 
mongers have been taught, that suspensions of the Habeas 
Corpus, and Gagging Bills, are of uo avail:—-that the Press 
laughs at Bridge Street Gangs, and all the fulmination of the 


Parbamentory thunderers. When the Dwarr commenced his

abe service to the Ministry, It was the Dwarr’s good for- 
tune fo break this spell, aud to open a clearer stage for fu- 
faire combatants. Ble victory might lave been complete, if 
lie Press at large had done its duty; but, basely content with 
a iguporary personal security, the Editors of the periodical 
Press deserte! their public duty; and abandoned half of the 
advantages totheenemy, The triumph of Mr. Hone, however, 
completed the victory over political prejudices in London; and 
the Londou Special Jury List was purified to a degree beyond 
the hopes of all who had before complained of its abuses, 
though not entirely to the extent that could be wished. Since 
thatevent, the change of public opinion has been rapid and 
coustant. The mosi vielent encmies of Reform have become its 


advocates.  Bioderate Reformers have discovered that mode. 
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ration, and half measures, in the parsuit of justice and public 
rights, are idle palliatives, which corruption as decidedly rejects, 
as the most effectual remedies for national grievances. Great 
progress las been made towards reducing the divisions of the 
nation into two classes, of Reformers, and anti-Reformers ; and? 
when this is effected—when all who really desire Reform, shall 
separate themselves from those who are professedly its enemies, 
the hour of redress will be at hand. We shall then see, with 
few exceptions, the tax-eaters on one hand, and the tax-payers 
ov the other; and when the contest lies clearly between the par- 
ties so divided, it cannot last long. But it cannot be disguised 
and itis ridiculous to deny, that what has been done, Is little to 
what yei remains undone. Corruption, driven from the open 
ficld, has retired into her various fortresses, in the Church, the 
Law, and whiat is more peculiarly called the State. She 
has there entrenched herself deeply, behind works that will 


be impenetrable, if they are not vigorously, and incessantly 


the hag, are sometimes diiieuli to overcome; but interests, which 
forms her citadels, are infinitely more so. Show aman that he 
is deceived ; and if he gain nothing by the deception, he wily 
seldom persevere in lis error against lis conviction; butif he 
is interested in being deceived, you may as well argue with the 
waes or the winds, He is blind to your arguments, and 
deaf to your entreaties; looking only at the benefits he derives 
from the refusal to exercise lis faculties. Such a man cannot 
be approached. ‘Taik to him of the distress of the country, he 
feels none of it, and cannot sympathize with it. Tell him the 
times are bad, and he may be forced to admit they are so to 
vou, but HE has no concern with them, as they are good enough 
forhim. Teil him of the rotten boroughs: his salarv consoles 
HIM for their existence. Shew him how much better it would 
be for the country were they abolished; and he tells you he 
does not see how it could better his condition. Expatiate on 
the advantages of freedom; and he tells youliow many pounds

a vearhe enjoys. Appeal to himon behalf of his posterity, 
he hepes his iuterest may obtain places for them. Display the 
countless absurdities, aud eadless mischiefs of the Pitt System, 
he dias that which reconciies him to ridicule and reprobation. 
ach of this numerous host may be considered as separately 
defending a strong hold of the system; and each has around 
Hin, ds auxiliaries, those who expect to reap similar advan- 
tages. A bribe does not merely influence him who obtains, but 
ail who wish for it; and to the holders of office, must be 
added all who expect, and all who would accept it, to form 
a true estimate of the forces wich the reformers have yet to 
encounter. [tis essential to ascertain the fullstrength of our ene- 
nies, to know thai itis essential on our part to put forth our 
whole strength: and whatever may be truly said of the altera- 
tion of public opinion, ii cannot be too strangly impressed upon 
the public, that public opinion a/uie can produce no material 
eflect, as it regards any advance to reform. [tts only as opi- 
nions influence the actions of meu, toat they are available in 
the contest with oppression. There is no doubt that public 
opin on Is opposed to every despot, in every couatry ; but what 
avails it, if muttered only at fire sides, and in private circles. 
What would the Dey of Alsiers care for the detestation of the 
people, whiie be could depend upon His GUARDS? What 
aes the Raspcrer of Russia heed the hatred of the Poles, 
while they dare not sudfer their hatred to peep cut of their own 
bosonis? ‘To come nearer home, for instance, what could 
public opiaion lave done for the late Queen, if it had never 
been concentrated, and embodied? And how much mere would 
it have been able to effect, had the whole empire beenas effee_ 
tually rouzed as the meiropolis? Men, on that occasion, did 
not pause to consider whether they could save her, or nof. 
They felt it was thelr uty to make the atiempt, and they flew 
to thert post without any hesitation. ‘this prompt dctermiuation, 
ana active iterfecence, is indispensible to ensure success, All 


he ha:angues, and all the writings in the world, are only use- 
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ful as they tend to produce this effect, aud to rouze each in:i- 
vidual to action. To the Dwarf, the folly of confining all poli. 
tical exertion to the framing and passing sets of resolutions, has 
ever appeared sirikingly ridiculous, Whaat is it that is praved 
tor? A diminution of expenditure, a reduction of taxation, 
and a restoration of the public rights? Ana who are prayed 
todo these things’ Why, the very individuals who PROFIT 
by withholding the one, and continulng the other. Put these 
petitions into mere intelligible language, and a child would 
laugh at therm.

“ mons, that the true representatives of the people may walk in. 
“ And we;further humbly reqnest that tax eaters of all deseiip- 
tions will be content with half-pay; and that yonr honorable 
house will not suffer one of your members to hold any place, 
‘or pension, &e. And your petitioners will ever pray?’ 
VYould not such a petition deserve the fate that petitions 
generally experience? Could it be otherwise than treated witi 
indifference, if even abuse were spared? All the petitions in 
the world, proyiug the minisécrs not to proceed with the trial 
of her late Majesty, would have been utterly disregarded. It 
was the pouring out of the thousands, and tens of thousands, 
from their houses into the public streets, that dismayed the per- 
secuiors, and finally induced them to abandon their unholy 
purpose. It was the incessant cavaleades and processions that 
spoke the public teeing to be thoroughly roused, that saved the 
Queen—and nothing short of an equal display of spint on the 


part of the people, will miduce the ministers to pay any serious 
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attention to the question of reform. It is quite useless to reea- 
pitulate the series of national grievances, without demonstrating 
a determination to obtain a iedress. 

If the public ‘vere properly alive to the subject of reform, and 
earnestly disposed to take some pains for its success, the office 
of the Secretary of State would be as crowded, with cavalcades 
and precessions, as Brandenburgh Heuse was accustomed to be. 
The corporation, the liverymen, the freemen, the lhabitants of 
wards, and of parishes, would go in person to deliver their 
petitions and remonstrances. When a people are determined 
to be heard, they must be attended to; but until they show this 
determination, they will be treated as children—be humoured 
when they are playful, and scourged when they murmur—— at 
their masters. 

The evils to be redressed are familiar to all who have thoagit 
upon the subject—but no one ventures to hint at the mcazs of 
redressing them. Every body knows that rents cannot be ob- 
tamed from the land—and thet the withdrawing of the paper 
money has helped io prodece this result- But what do the 
nunisters care for this?) Unluckily the system enables one class 
to make fortunes by the ruin cf another :—and Uiough one nian 
Is ruined, it is nothing to the silaistry, while ancther is enabled 
to take his place. Suppose all the existing race of landholders 
ruined, what would that be to the ministry? ‘Fire land would 
pass almost for nothing, perhaps, into other hands. While it is 
cullivaied, it will puy é%e éawes, at all events. And while the 
taxes are paid, the ministers, and their friends the stock-jobbers 
are contented. A reduction of the debt and taxes is called 
for by the agriculturists :—but why should the ministry reduce 
either, while the taxes are paid? To reduce them would be 
to create a host of enemies, without any Ydequate motive; and 
they are too wise tu raise a nest of wasps about their ears, in 
were wantonness. “The farmers say they cannot pay both rent 
and faxes. Weil, then, the landlords must go without rent. 
The taxes are paid—and that is enough:—and as the tas: 
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gatherer will not be trifled with, the landlord must be the 


sufferer, until some means are found to check the rapacity ef 


taxation. It is ridiculous to ery out that the taxes cannot be 
paid—for the Treasury answer is—“ they are paid!—and 
that is enough for us.” Certainly it is. ‘The ministers can 
desire no more than this—while this lasts tiey will be satisfied— 
and this will last as long as men have not courege to assert their 
rights, as well as sense to perceive their injuries. 

The country is now about to be agitated by county meetings. 
We would press the foregoing considerations upon the minds of 
those who may attend them. An honest opposition should aeé 
in unison with iis declarations, Ft has always been our atm to 
put an end to the mere war af words. Uf the members of the 
opposition were, as a body, in earnest in their hostility to the 
system—if they had the spirit to resist its exuctions—or, at least, 
to forego feeding its rapacity, ay six moms would be amply 
sufficient to compel an atiention to tlie public voice—but while 
it is fed, it will not mind the occasional abuse that is beaped 
upon it, at county, or any other meetings! ‘The great mischief 
is, that the system is so contrived as rarely to press upon more 
than one classat atime. The landlords now percetve the mise 
chief to themselves, of their having been indifferent to die 
sufferings of other classes, Their crime apathy while oilers 


were crushed, has generated an indifference to their suf. 
ferings. Instead of being able to call upon ihe people foras- 
sistance, they are in their turn laughed at for com

the unthinking part of the population. Their own modes of 
relieving others, by soup establishments, and the distribution 
of potatoes are now jeeringly tendered to them. They were 
accustomed to think, and to say, that a mere subsistence was all 
that the poorer classes were entitled to ey pect :—and, now, 
having become poor, they are reminded of the duties of patience , 
and resignation to the willof Prvvidence, which they were 
accustomed to inculcate. Nor is this the worst. The land- 


lords will not even yet see their error; amd as they have been 
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so long accustomed to shift their own burthen upon the backs 
of others they are now vainly endeavouring to continue this 
practice, by retacing the price of agricultural labour still lower, 
tustead of getting rid of the taxation which ruins them. We have 
sec with indignation, a scale of prices to be allowed to labour- 
ers in the district of Peterborough, which begins with three 
shillings per week for a single man; and generously adds one 
shilling per week for every child ° warried abourer may have! 
The natural and imevitabie consequence of such comspiracies 
against the labourer, are to render property insecure, anc to 
set the classes in a state of hostile avray against each other. Men 
so treated feel themselves released from all duties towards 
ther task-masiers. They feel the state of bondage im wich 
they are placed more keenly than ever feudal vassalage was felt, 
by the retainers of the chieftains :—for if service was exacted 
in the reudai state, protection was afforded ; and he who had 
uo table of Lis own was aiways welcome at the board of his 
chief. Doctor Joiesou very absurdly argues that the feudal 
system was bad, because society does not return buck toa 
feudal state. We are certain that the labouring efusses would 
return to it if they could, in preference to the condition tn vebie!s 
they are now held; which carries withit more PRIVATIONS tian 
any system of enue with which we are acquaiiied,

A young man, at Hasaford. near Norwich, was left an estate, a 
few yearssince, worth, 19,000...

FRANCE AND SPAIN. 

The immediate prospect of war between France and Spain 
is at an end.

John Hely Hutebisso: My Rea. High —— Tipperary, dated the 
5th instant, and addressed io the Earl of Glengail, in reference to 
the Requis:ion lately pres ented to him as Sheriff, calling op him to 
eouvenca Mecting of the county, to petition Parliament on the sub- 
ject of a commutation of tithes. la this letter the High Sherifi 
siates tis reasons for declining to comply with the Requisition, 
the principal of which are that Government hes already pledged 
iiseif to bring forward ihe suoject—that the proposed Meeting 
would create such irritation, and might produce acts of ageres- 
sion and Guirage upou tae property of the Ciiurch—that in the 
present ardirous times be considered the preservation of the public 
peace as a first and most important duty—and that he had receiv- 
ed a Regu’sition cf a contrary tenor. The latter requisition js 
subloined te the letters it bears the stenatares of Sir . bloom- 
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ficld, General M. Head, and 23 other gentlemen, who gave similar 
reasons for their opinion of the inexpediency of the proposed 
meeting ; it concludes by saying—‘* We are, however, most anxi- 
ous to cuard ourselves arainst being supposed to offer any opposi- 
tion to the question itself, the accomplishment of which, under 
the wisdom of Parliament, we consider calculated to promote the 
tranquillity of the country.” These documents are followed b 
a letter from the Earl of Glergall tothe High Sheriff, in which his 
Lordship observes, in reply to the apprehensions of outrage ex- 
presse:] by the Sheriff— 1 am confidently of opinion, that the 
number, rank, and respectability of the Requisitionists, composed 
of nine-ienths ‘of the landed interest of this great county, would 
have been a sufficient guarantee that the proceedings of the meet- 
inc would have been conducted with the moderation, temperance 
and decorum which the eravity and vital importance of the subject 
demand; and that there is more danger of creating additional 
irritation sad discontent, and therelsy producing acts of aggression 
upon the property ofthe Church, in thus preventing the expres. 
sion of publie opinion, than in allowing the people to represent 
theie grievances and sufferings in a respectful aud contitutional 
manner to Parliament where alone they can jook for assistance 
and redress. In consequence of the High Sheriff's refusal to con- 
vene the Meeting, it is announced that copies of a petition to 
Parliament have been left for signatures at the Inns in Clon- 
mel, asd other principal towns in the county of Tipperary.

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BOROUGH ABUSES.—PETERSFIELD. 

We promised to recur to the subject of the management of 
this borough, and its charities, by Squire Jolliffe :~-and we are 
ihe more induced to do this, because we have recently heard 
that there is another charity, either in Surrey, or Sussex, 
which has fadlen into the same hands, and has been managed 
im a similar way. We hope the exertions of the inhabitants of 
Petersfield will set a good example to those interested in the 
other charity; and it shall not be our fault, if the Squire be 
not ultimately called to a strict account for all. We have had 
forwarded to us a curious document, purporting to bea letter 
from the Squire’s agent in London, relative to the late pro- 
ceedings in the Vice Chancellor’s Court; and we venture to 
insert it, as a rare comment on what has been done, and a fine 
illustration of what is eapected to be done. Our readers will 
he good enough to keep in view, that the borough sends two 
Members to Parliament; that the membership is the principal 
object to be secured; and that the charity is a secondary mat- 
ter, but very valuable, as tending to secure the patené for the 
manufacture of the former. | 

“ Monday Evening, Nov, 18, 1822. 
“ My dear Sir, 

“J think J may safely congratulate YOU, on 
ihe result of the hearing of the information on Churcher’s Col- 
lege business, before the Vice Chancetlor, this morning.

Asa statement of what did take place, this document is not 
much to be depended on; but this is of no moment, as the real 
facts are before the public. It is the reference to the future, 
which is interesting: and the hopes of the Squire are admirably 
kept alive, by the prospect of what good management may yet 
effect in his favour. It may, however, be as well to remark, 
that there was no occasion for any reference as to whether any 
balance was due from the Squire’s insolvent father, because a 
farge debt was necessarily admitted—as well as an order fo 
pay that debt, which was utterly disregarded. An enquiry 
into what balance was due, was essential, because it was requi- 


site to guard against future insolvencies—as there is no impose 
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sibility fo prevent the Squire himself from Cying insolvent too 
—the trade of boroughimongering not being hkely to be much 
Setter now than it was inthe time of his poor father: who, 1 
appears by the affidavit of his son, was not able to make a 
{iving of it, without borrowing (we suppose we much eald it 
dorrowing) the College funds. It is time, therefore, to know, 
what is owing to the College; and an enquiry as to thie best 
sheans of enforcing attention to future orders of payment, 
might have formed a useful part of the reference—but the law 
proceeds slowly, when a great man is interested tn the deley 
—though it gailops with vindictive fury after the trespasses of 
the poor. 

The next statement is equally incorrect ; at least we hope 
so. Why, mm the name of all the Jolitles who have plagued 
ihis unfortunate borough, is there to be any new scheme devis- 
ed for the application of the funds?» Is there not the wi/l of 
the destator? Is there not, besides, the act of parliament, 
which the ancestor of these Jollifles got passed, to amend the 
dead man’s meaning. What new scheme can be requisite? 
We dispute the right of the legislature to set aside a dead man’s 
will, while the means of fulfilling his iaftentions rematus:— 
bat if the legislature has a right to consider the funds of chart- 
dies at its disposal, we are qui‘e sure a Master in Chancery has no 
such right! There are now ample funds to carry the original 
design of the testator into full effect: and if the legislature in- 
ierfered to alter the application, when they were falsely re- 
ported (o be insufhicient—the acknowledged adequacy of the 
funds to mectall expences (if they were well out of the hands 
of the Squire) requires a return to the criginal intentions of the 
founder. ‘Tliose who were not in his contemplation, have no 
right to participate in the advantages: and the conditions upon 
which the charity was bequeathed, ought to be strictly com- 
plied with, by all who claim to participate in it. A new scheme, 
indeed! In one sense, a new scheme is requisite; for the prin- 
cipal object of the charity, at present, is the Squire himself! 
md as he was not one of the hays for whem it was intended:

The curd point, if the document be not a forgery, requires 
more attention. There are two neminad trustees, who are 
known to be improperly appointed-~and yet we have a deela- 
ration that a Master i Chancery “xo dowdt wiil report them 
“* as proper trustees,” and that “ this wil! savi them’ Now, 
though we do not believe this, as we cannot believe so gross au 
mstance of pertiality would be ventured upon—yet the mere 
statement of such ain event as possd/e, when made in such 
broad and unqualified terms, is calculated to make us_ stare 
with no small degree of surprise. flas the agent of the Squire 
such samiliarity with the master, as to warrant this declaration? 
Does the agent keep a steam-boat—and is he as polite and 
dextrous a captain as the Rev. Mr. Jollifle? Or is the agent a 
conjuror ? Or, if not a cunning man himself, has he been to 
Tommy Stiff, the celebrated seer of Lambeth ! Or does he deal 
with the old woman of Poplar? Or is he a proficient in the 
black art, and derives his fore-knowledge of what the master 
will do from the Devil himself? There is certainly more in na- 
ture than philosophy is aware of—and if the agent be correct i 
his anticipations, there is more in daw than equety would have 
surmised ! 

The new scheme of applying the fuads is spoken of with great 
delight. tt “ well-wanaged,” it is to produce “ much good.” 
By omitting the board and lodging, they may ‘ encrease the 
“number of boys ;” and, of course, the patronage of the 
Squire will be encreased—tiat is, if the patronage be /eft in 
his hands—but the “ new scheme” may require new managers ; 
and we are afraid this would not be thought by the Squire as 
leading to ‘‘ much good,” however the charity might benefit by 
the arrangement. There is “‘a doubt” already, whether the 
boys ought to have board or iodging: but there is no doubt 
that the funds of the College ought not to remain unproductive 
in the hands of such trustees ? 

The Ziberality of the Vice Chancellor certainly deserved an 
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encomium, from the friends of the Squire, and the mock trus 

fees. But we deny that he spoke handsomely of them, I 

would have been impossible that he could do so—for he turned 
éwo out—hinted very strongly that he thought two more must 
follow them ; and on/y hesitated te believe that they could have 
known they were doing wrong. Now, to give them the full 
benefit of this hesitation, would only be to set them down in the 
character that Dogberry, in Much-ado-about Nothing, lamented 
was not formally assigned to him! ‘ Heard ve that, my masters

The 
public begin to be interested in their own affairs ; and wherever 
lecal abuses may be, they are fell to be parts of a general 
system, in which all are equally interested. It is not, there- 
fore, wasting the time of the public, to occupy their attention 
on these topics. Any stone removed from tile battlements of 
corruption, renders the fortress weaker :—and though we are 
decided advocates fora Radical Reform at once, and would 
vote such a measure without any hesi‘ation, we should betray 
the cause which we profess to serve, if we were not to lend all 
the assistance in our power to gain the most trifling advantage 
froin the common enemy. With this feeling, we insert another 
communication from Petersfield, relative to another branch of 
the Jollifle system; which, like the general system of which it 
forms a part, is replete with chicanery aud delusion.

DO LET THE POOR MAN MARRY! 
Respected Friend, 
We have often laughed together at the miserable condi- 
tion of those miscalled great men who piav the part of kings 
and emperors, tn this busy wold Their fancied power, and 
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their real impotence—their affected grandeur, and their actual 
insignificance—the pomp with which they are mocked, and the 
proffered enjoyments with which they are only tantalized, have af 
forded us, in their contrast, many a merry moment. Whatis the 
Emperor of Japan, but tke puppet of his ministers? He 
may change them if is true-but he cannot change his condition ; 
for though he cali in other hands to pull the strings, he 
still remains the puppet. By aiming to be more than meu can- 
be, they become less than ordinary mea are. ‘They lose all 
their personal faculties ; being compelled to hear with the ears 
of one, to see with the eyes of another, no wonder that they 
see and hear so imperfectly! What can tempt the creatures to 
consider their places worth the having is to me unaccountable ; 
T would not be in the condition of any monarch I have ever 
heard or read of, for all the splendour ever conceived by an eas” 
tern imagination. Those monarchs who are fools, or villains, 
may reconcile themselves to their miserable situations; but for 
a wise and honest man to be chained to that tiresome monster 
Etiquette for life, would be insupportable. The only justifiable 
reason for suicide, that I cana imagine, is to escape from a 
throne! Why should one man be the everlasting slave of mil- 
lions, who will not even thank him for his services—and who 
jeer him with the pretended offer of an authority which he ts 
Incompetent to exercise ; and in fact, make him the stalk- 
ing-horse of those who do the busines3in his name; and re- 
fuse him permission even to consult his own inclinations, even 
as to his personal pleasures. 

Thave before alluded to the unpleasant situation ofthe kings of 
this country, who are completely in the hands of the borough- 
mongers* The latter have usurped all the functions of royalty as 
well as all the rights of the people :—and treat both nearly alike 
They have recently made a Taw to embarrass the marriage- con, 
tracts of the people ast much as “passib le :—but the Vy “had before 


manufactured an act of Parhameut, lerbidding their kings th 
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marry any subject of the realm. This slander on the native- 
born women of the island, which declares there neither was at 
that period, ner over would be, a woman, who deserved to be 
the wife of the Chief Magistrate, is a singular instance of the 
humility of these islanders—and a strange contrast to the con- 
tumelious manner in which they are too much accustomed 
to treat Foreigners—while they have always a ha/f-foreign 
progeny on their throne :—and if the Royal Family should be 
extinct in both lines, these haters of Foreigners would immedi- 
ately send for an obscure German Prince, to oblige them by 
putting on the trammels of the Boroughmongers, and wear 
the name of king! 

Among the noveities of the day, itis now reported that 
a most disloyal conspiracy exists among the exclusively 
loyal of this coun‘ry, te counteract the will and pleasure of the 
greatest personage in the country :—or rather, if the report be 
true, of the first subject in the realm; since a Monarch who 
cannot cousult his incliuations, is, in reality, the subject of those 
who thwart him successfully. 

Thou who rememberest with what earnestness his Majesty’s 
friends displayed, to accommodate themselves to his supposed 
wishes, to get rid of one wife, wilt be surprised to hear that 
any objection can exist to his having another! They surely 
did not wish their Monarch to be condemned to a state of 
*¢ single blesseduess,” had they succeeded in carrying the mea- 
sure of divorce! The only rational ground for the attempt 
to remove one Queen, was the introduction of another, The 
parties were already as effectually separated, as a divorce 
could have separated them:—and nothing but a laudable de- 
Sire to oblige the nation with an heir to the crown, in the line 
of immediate descent, could have rendered a divorce requisite. 
After the lamented demise of the late Queen, it was rumoured, 
and generally believed, that a second marriage would soon take 
place :—and we little thought that his Majesty’s friends wold 


interfere to oppose either his business or his pleasure! Can it 
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be possible that the Noble Lord who plays the part of Premier 
and who could not himself live a twelvemonth without the com. 
forts of matrimony, would deny the © solid) blessing,” (2s one 
of the Poets catis it) to his master! "The matter is enough to 
startie all! What ! a conspiracy against royalty in the cabinet ! 
—A tory Ministry converted into a kuot jacobins! The 
champions of mosarchy, presuming to contravene the inclinati- 
ons of amonarch ! 


The reason assignec? by rumour for this loyal oppositios, ts, 


that the imagined obrect of the royal affections, is @ subiect! 
What of that? Lord Liverpool married the attendant of his 
Jate Countess ; one of fis subjects. And why should not a 
King satisfy himself as wellas a Prime Minister? There is an 
Act of Parliament to prevent him; but that only exists af pre- 
sent. What are Acts of Parliament? How many have ben 
set aside, and how many more set at defiance by the very Ali 
nisiry, Which is now said to boggle at exe poor law! Wier 
they have broken, and suspended, and outraged, so many good 
laws, for thetr own advautage, dare they pause to repeal a very 
silly one, for the advanta \¢ of hiin who shondd be their master, 
fhe desires it. “Phe very idea is preposterous. 

A Ring has a rightto inarry, and to marry who he pleases :— 
but he has not a righi to divorce a wife increly because she does 
not please him. Yet were !is ministers ready enough to assist 
lum where he had xo righé on his side—-while he is sail to be 
opposed, where he has aa undoubted right. Phe law is ridicu- 
Jous, Which obliges the head of the state to send toa distant 
country for a wife. It would be much more rational, as well as 
just, to forbid him to marry a foreigner :--for if the countiy 
could not furnish a woman worthy of being the Queen, it ought 
to go without one. 

The old preience for the necessity of such a device, to pre. 
vent civil warjare, on account of doubtful pretensions to the 
crown, Is now worn out, and obsolete. The people are 


too wise to fight about who should govern them, The contest 
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between the red and white roses, is merely a jest for the present 


age :—a sort of historical farce, in which the performcrs were 


all knaves and fools. Such dissentions con!ld not be renewed,

the question might be taken into Westninster Hall, and, be 


argued as coolly as any other case s and the people would wait 
the result with teue philosophical indifference, a3 to who should 
profit by the decision, So they did but obtain a King, they 
would be satisfied. Of course, they would prefer tle right 
fine, if there were any means of finding it out: but ene who 
would take the troubie to rule, and keep up the diguity of the 
office, would content them. 

Why, them, should the marriage be opposed? Lt is a natural 
desire on the part of men to leave direct Gescendi nts, [tis 


an honorable ambition; and thereis new no moral bay to its 


o 


etatification :—nothing but an act of Parhaiment to break 
through, or leap over ;—and shall so slight afence success- 
fully resist royal impetuosity. The /aw, may be pertinaciously 
defended by those who want an interruption of the regular line 
—by all who have speculated upon the probability of the heirs 
presumptive to the succession; —but what ts that tothe people ? 
‘They would as soon be furnished with a King by George, as 
by Frederick, or Wiiliam; and they would probably sooner 
have a queen native-born, than see a foreigner ascend the throne 
that was denied to their late favorite Caroline. I say then, 
let him marry! And if he pleases, [ will tell him of a most 
acceptable present to the people on such an occasion, Let 
him present them with their native and constitutional rights— 
restore to them the jewels, of liberty, security, equal laws, and 
equal rights—and the day of his marriage wii! then be referred 
toasthe most spiendid end memorable in the annals of the 
realm, 

Were I in his place, 1 would marry, and marry too, whom 
i pleased. 1 would try whether they could bend me to their 
Hiking, or take from me a crown, because I did uot please them: 
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f would see how far a faction was my master, by scorning all 
the conditions with which it sought to fetter me. IT would ap- 
peal to the good sense of the people—and ask them who was 
most deserving of applause, those who framed, or those who 
despised ridiculous enactments, FT would command the lead- 
ing bonze to publish the bans, and to perform the marriage cere- 
mony :— nor would [ tolerate any refusal. Suppose the par- 
liament should eact a law that the King should eat nothing 
but venison, and drink nothing but brandy. Such a law would 
be null aud of no effect, from its own nature ;as all lawsnot found- 
ed upon those principles of justice and common-sense ought, not 
to be binding uponany man. I would assert my own rights, 
asa MAN ;and i should kuow where to obtain allies by protier- 
ing fo all the same enjoyment of theirs. But the miscliefis, that 
a wall of courtiers is a more efficacious barrier between priaces 
and people than a wall of adamant would prove : -and by pre- 
venting all intercourse, the courtiers prey upon the prejudices 
of both parties, 

It would be a curious spectacle to see a good-natured ani- 
mal, whom chance had seated on a throne, suddenly removed 
from the circle of tutored flatterers and mercenary sycophants 
nto the midst of a large concourse of disinterested people. It 
would appear to him, as ifhe were in a new world—the film 
would fall from his eyes—the ears which had been so dextri- 
ously closed, would be opened—and the feelings which he had 
been taught to smother, as incompatible with his high station, 
would return to animate his bosom with the most pure delight. 
When he perceived millions, for whom he had done nothing, 
labouring to support him in useless splendour, he could not bat 
be touched with some feelings of gratitude ; and when he exa- 
mined a little closer, and saw that his splendour was not derived 
from their superfluities, but wrung from their necessities, with 
“remorseless hands, by the pampered minions of the authority 
which should only exist for the public benefit, he could not 


escape the feelings of shame, sympathy, and regret that fhe had 
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been, in any way, instrumental, either in causing, or prolonging 
the miseries of those to whom he was indebted for all. 

This, however, is a result not to be expected. The courtiers 
form a phalanx that cannot be broken through, until the 
people are driven to the frenzy of despair:—and ere such 
period arrives, they have made all authority so hateful by their 
conduct, that indiscriminate vengeance falls on all alike ; the 
thoughtless are confounded with the wicked, and a promiscuous 
ruin overwhelms all in its undistinguishing fury. 

It is unfortunate that such results should be inevitable; but 
they seem part of the order of nature; and to be as requisite to 
purge “ the elements of life,’ as storms and tempests to cleanse 
the atmosphere of pestilential vapours. When unwholesome hu- 
mours are generated, they must be carried off by sume convulsion, 
or taint all within the scope of their influence. ‘Thus the storm 
which disperses the elements of the incipient plague, is a bless- 
ing to the people who suffer by its ravages—as they might all 
otherwise follow each other to premature graves, as “ nature 
‘¢ sickens, and each gale is death.” ‘The poet says— 

‘* Better for us, perhaps, it might appear ; 

‘© Were there all harmony, all virtue bere! 

‘* That never air, or ocean, felt the wind; 
“That never passion discomposed the mind: 


*¢ But all subsists by elemental strife, 
*¢ And passions are the e/ements of life.”’ 


It is nevertheless, the duty of the inhabitants of unhealtiy 
places, to drain the stagnant marshes, from whence corruption 
is supplied with food; and to remove the necessity of the 
storm, by preventing the accumulation of the elements which 
call it into action. So is it the duty of MEN, te see that social 
institutions do not degenerate into abuses, and nourish ‘ the 
“ fat weeds that rot on Lethe’s bank :’-—and though no care 
may prevent the tempest from rising, caution may diminish its 
terrors, and prudence enable them to escape its rage.

Tae Margu 1S OF Ww ELLESLEY.——Tthis noblemen, wlio deserves 
great praise for his manly exertions to repress the outrages of 
faction in Ireland, has been exposed to the grossest personal insult 
from the loyal orangemen, who would not ‘scruple to insult their 
King, as well as his representative, when they find their malevolent 
spirits, and venal interests endangered, by honest and impartial 
rulers. Onthe 14th inst, the Lord Lieutenant presented himself

‘© the machinery of 97, 98, and 1803—but they had one resolution 
“exclusively of their own, which was that none but Roman 
“Catholics were admitted —and another object of the association 
‘© was tcextirnate all the Protestants in the country.” Yet, after 
all this, Mr. Plunkett was forced to confess, that this supposed 
conspiney, had ve connexion with the outrages thea recently com- 
mitted! Was there ever nonsensical falsehood so egregious as this ! 
A cowspiracy in full and active existence, and yet doing nothing ¢ 
While outrages are committing by other parties, which they are 
described as conspiring to commit. Mr. Plunkett’s head, or his 
heart, must be in a wretched plight. But the vilest part of this 
mivepresentation is yetlocome,. This precious cpostate from better 
principles, not coatent with a statement evidently fabricated for the 
purpose of public delusion in Ireland, thought it necessary to ex- 
tefid the insult to England, that he might touch the chords of 
folly and credulity in both countries, by saying that—** Many per- 
sous thought they (the Catholic conspirators) were connected with 
the Radicals of the sister country ; and he immediately after con- 
verts this falsehood of a ‘¢ thought of many,” into an assumed fact
